A dissenting opinion was handed ' 


down by Justice Brandeis and con- 
curred in by Justices Holmes and 
Clarke. This said that the contract 
“did not bind the employes not to 
join the union,”’ but merely ‘“‘to with- 
draw from plaintiff's employ if he 
joined the union.’ Therefore, said 
the opinion, ‘‘Until an employe ac- 
tually joined the union he was not 
under the contract called upon to 
leave plaintiff's employ. There con- 


sequently would be no breach of con- |

partment. : 
Dealing with rafiroads, the report 


gaid there were 20 class 1 lI:nes in 
the district, with a total trackage of 
36.000 miles, about one-third of 
which could be electrified so as to 
handle 60 per cent of the traffic. A 
saving of 6,000,090 tons a year in 
coal and of $90,000,000 in reduced 
coal and maintenance costs would 
be effected, the survey disclosed. 
Gross cost of electrificatiun is 
placed at $§00,000,000, which would 
te reduced to $650,000,000 through 
salvage of steam locomotives. With 
the estimated annual saving, electri- 
fication “would return appr >ximate- 
ly 14 per cent on the investment,” 
the report said. 

Study of the 50,000 power-con- 
Summing industrial plants in the re-

The deliberations of the teachers 
were fraught with a great deal of 
disorder and bitter remarks by grade 
teachers who supported the action of 
thelr organization, and ffor three) 
hours Mrs. George Gellhorn, presi-| 
dent of the Missouri League of Wom- | 
en Voters, who presided, struggled to | 
keep the speakers to the point and | 
maintain a semblance of order. 

Position of Teachers at Meeting. 

The position of the teachers, as 
shown by secret ballots on the three 
main points, was as follows: 

1. That the city charter should not 
be amended to deprive the Superin- 
tendent of Schools of power to ap- 
point and promote teachers and vest 
this power in the Board of Educa- 
tion. 

®. That organizations of public 
echoo] teachers, as teachers, should 
not indorse eandidates for political 
office or for the Board of Educa- 
tion. 

3. That petitions indorsing candi- 
dates for public office should not be 
circulated in public school  build- 
ings. 

Figures of the Secret Ballots. 

The vote not to amend the charter 
Was carried by 578 to 123.

| The Tank in the Next War 


The American Tank Corps has developed also 
what it calls an alkAmerican tank. It weighs 
13 tons as compared with the 40 tons of the 
Anglo-American variety. In a test at Hoboken 
recently, the all-American tank planted a 6- 
inch gun, weighing 48,000 pounds, on top of a 
<d-foot bank, with a slope of 100 per cent on 
one side and 80 feet on the other. That feat, 
according to Col. S. D. Rockenbach, chief of | 
the Tank Corps, excelled anything of the kind 
that had even been accomplished before. The 
tank has a turret with a 6-pounder and a ma- 
chine gun, and a revolving turret with one 
machine gun above. It is heavily armored. 

“We can cross artillery zones with this tank 
at quite high rates of speed and with little 
chance of getting hit,” said Col. Rockenbach. 
“As a matter of fact, out of 400 machines we, 
operated in the war, we had only seven de-| 
stroyed by hits.”

Huge tanks—land 
battleships—will move in columns to the 
attack, a terrifying spectacle, or singly 
range the field of battle to pit their con- 
centrated mechanical might against hu- 
man masses of the foe.

HE time has come to make known, In all its de- 
tails and horror, the frightful crime of Eka- 
terinburg. The silence imposed on me by the 
officiad inquiry has been largely exploited by 
the authors of this crime themselves, and by 
inferior publications, which have completely 
misled public opinion. It is time that those 
who know the truth should speak out. Leaving aside the 
question of responsibility, | will simply relate the events in 
which | was personally concerned after my arrival at Ekater- 
inburg, and explain the details of the crime as established 
by the inquiry 

It was at Tsarskoe Selo that the imperial family spent the 
five months which followed the revolution of March, 1917. 
in August of the same year the Emperor, the Empress and 
their five children—the Tsarevitch (eged 13), his four sisters, 
Olga (aged 22), Tatiana (aged 20). Marie (aged 18) and Anas- 
tasia (aged 16) —were transported to Tobolsk with some mem- 
bers of the suite and a large number of servants. 

When, in April, 1918. Commissary Yakoviev was sent from 
Moscow to Tobolsk to proceed with the new removal of the 
Emperor and b‘s family, the Tsarevitch was seriously 
and was wnable to travel. 
should remaio at Tobolsk with three of his sisters, and would 
be fetched later on. 

On April 26, the Emperor, the Empresas and their third 
daughter, the Grand Duchess Marie, accompanied by Prin-e 
Dolgcorouk! (Marshal of the Court), Dr Botkin and three 
servants Terence Tchemadourov (personal valet of the Em 
peror). Anna Demidova (the Empress’ maid) and Ivan Sedniew (foot- 
man of the Grand Durbesses)-—were taken off by Yakovlev. They 
reached Tiumen (the nearest railway station to Tobolsk) by carriage, 
and arrived at Ekaterinburg on April 30. With the exception of 
Prince Dolgorouki, who was taken to prison the same day. the re 
mainder of the party were incarcerated in the house of a rich mer- 
chant of the town, named Ipatiev. 

Three weeks lester the Tsarevitch and his three sisters left Tobolsk, 
escorted by the Commissaries Khokhriakov and Rodionov. This second 
convoy, of which | was a member, comprised nearly aii who had re 
mained at Tobolak after the Emperor's departure. [| will only give 
the names of those who plev a part in my account. Gen. Tatichtchev, 
A. D.C. to the Emperor; Baroness Butbewden and (Countess Hendri- 
kov, maids of honor to the Empress; Miss Schneider, the reader; Dr. 
Derevenko, surgeon attached to Alexis Nicolaievitch: Mr Gibbes, my 
English colleague, etc. 

On May 22 we arrived at Tiumen, and were sent under a strong 
escort to the special train which was to take us to Ekaterinburg. Just 
as | was going to get off with my papil, | was brutally separated from 
him, and conveyed to a fourth-class carriage We reached Ekaterin- 
burg during the night, and stopped outside the station. 

At about nine o'clock in the morning, several cabe stopped alongside 
the train, and | saw four men go in the direction of the children's 
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The Czar, as a prisoner of the revolutionists. shoveling snow at 
Tsarskoe Selo where he and his family were first interned.

as they had no beds Dr Botkin slept in the sitting 
room and the maid of the Empress in the room at the 
corner of Vosnesasensky Lane and the garden. As to 
the others, they were installed in the kitchen and the 
adjacent room 

The atate of health of Alexis Nicolaievitch had been 
greatly impaired by the fatigues of the journey, he 
stayed in bed the greater part of the day, and when 
they went out for a walk, the Emperor used to carry 
him to the garden. 

The family and the servants used to take their meals 
with the Commissaries, who inhahited the same floor 
as they did, and had to live in bourly promiscuily with 
rough men who were usually drunk. 

The house had been surrounded by an inclosure of 
planks, which transformed it into a real fortrese- 
prison. Sertinels were posted outside and in. The 
room of the commander the first that one came 
to was occupied by Avdiev and his subordinate, Muosh- 
kin, and sume workmen. The remainder of the guard 
occupied the basement, but the men used to go to the 
upper story and enter the rooms occupied by tbe im- 
perial family whenever they felt inclined.

more big races to his credit 
than anyone else, great suc- 
cess has attended a number 
of big St. Louis acronautical 
contests. They are the inter- 
national of 1907, the centennial of 1909, the interna- 
tional of 1910, the national races of 1914 and 1919 and 
the army and navy race of 1919. 

These contests resulted in many notable flights, some 
of which furnished thrills quite like the recent adven- 
ture of the navy airmen. The flight of Alan Kh. Haw- 
ley and Augustus Post in 1910 recalls their difficult 
return, and the apprehension over their safety. The 
race was the fifth international. There were 10 entries, 
three foreign countries being represented. Hawley 
and Post were not beard from for 10 days, and in the 
meantime had been generally given up for lost. 

Albert Bond Lambert sent a search party from St. 
Louls to comb the Ontario woods. Hawley's brother 
took a party from New York into Quebec. Hundreds 
of Hudson Bay trappers and employes of the Trans- 
continental railroad then in course of construction were 
directed to look for the missing seronauts. 

After five days’ tramping they were found by trap- 
pers. They were almost at the point of exhaustion 
from lack of food and hardship. They had been in 
the air 46 hours and traveled 1172 miles, winning the 
race by this record. Trappers canoed them down 
Guebec streams to Chicoutimi, the bead of the Sague- 
nay

In ancient times, the pith of a tall water plant grow- 
ing along the upper Nile and called papyrus was slit 
into strips, the stripe being laid side by aside and cov 
ered with other strips laid crosswise Then thes were 
pressed or beaten together This made the paper 
of that day. The finer kinds, the kind on which these 
manuseripts were written was rubbed down to 
smooth it 

Today the papvri ie dark tan color, almost a brown, 
and extremely brittle The wonder is that there is 
anvthing left of any of ft, after all those ages
